Those boys, to whom the 1944 LEGENDA is dedicat- 
ed, were just ordinary Johnny Hillites, like those here 
today. They took the same courses and liked the same 
sports, dances, candy and all the other things that 
Hillites like. They were true Americans who fought 
courageously for their country, which they knew and 
loved, as well as for you and me. The following boys 
are those who have been reported missing, prisoners 
of war, or have made the supreme sacrifice since 
January of 1944. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM ALLEN BENSON 41, 626 Catherine, of the Army Air 
Corps, who was killed in an airplane crash while in training in Connecticut; partici- 
pated in debate and was a member of the dance band. He was also president of 
Mrs. Sallie Brown's advisory. 


LIEUTENANT GEORGE T. DUSTIN ‘41, 603 Jackson, of the Army Air Corps, 
who has been a prisoner of the Nazis since January 11, 1944, was president of 
Miss Mary Margaret Doidge’s advisory in his senior year. This holder of the Air 
Medal was a top-notch shot-putter while at Arthur Hill. 


PRIVATE FIRST CLASS RAYMOND С. FISHER "33, 309/; Dearborn, of the 
Army, who was killed in Italy, came to Arthur Hill in February, 1930. He stayed 
for one semester, during which time his program favorites were bookkeeping and 
geography. 


AVIATION CADET ARTHUR F. HAHN 730, 141 М. Bates, of the Naval Air 
Corps, who died in a plane crash in California, in January, 1944, was an advisory 
officer and Letterman secretary-treasurer. He participated in football, track, basket 
ball, softball, and table tennis, and was a member of the trophy winning shuttle 
hurdle relay team. 


PRIVATE NELSON LANDON HARVEY ‘43, 2002 Gratiot, of the Army, who 
was reported a Nazi prisoner after the battle of Cassino, attended Castle Heights 
Military Academy at Lebanon, Tennessee before coming to Arthur Hill. He liked 
history best of all while he was here. 


TECHNICAL CORPORAL MILTON O. KEINATH ‘40, 303 N. Granger, of the 
Army, who died as the result of a truck crash in England, April 10, 1944, came to 
Arthur Hill High School after graduating from Arthur Hill Trade. He was a member 
of Mr. George Purdy's advisory and helped with NYA work. 


TECHNICAL SERGEANT GEORGE W. PEART 41, Burt, Michigan, of the Army 
Air Corp, who has been reported missing in action over Austria; was a member of 
Mr. Maurice Schmidt's advisory. He specialized in shop and commercial classes 
during his Hillite days. 


SECOND LIEUTENANT FRANK GREENLEAF PUTNAM, JR. ‘40, 1115 Court, 
of the Naval Air Corps, who was reported missing over Rabaul, February 1, 1944, 
took part in junior, senior, and Arts-Dramatics plays while at Arthur Hill. He was 
a member of Mr. Stanley Schubert's advisory. 


CORPORAL STEWART LEO REX "39, 3141 Bundy, of the Army Air Corps, who 
has been reported missing in action in New Guinea; was a member of Miss Coila 
Starts advisory. He participated in intramural volleyball, basketball, softball, table 
tennis, and horse shoes during his days at Arthur Hill. 


SEAMAN FIRST CLASS ROY EUGENE HARTMAN SALVNER “41, 1727 
Superior, of the Coast Guard, who was killed in the sinking of the cutter MUSKEGET, 
was a member of the Lettermen Club. He went in for stamp collecting and psy- 
chology in a big way. 


PRIVATE VICTOR J. SMITH '39, 2503 Eddy, of the Army, who was killed in 
Italy, March 19, 1944, attended Coyne Electrical School in Chicago after gradua- 
tion. He was a member of Mr. B. G. Wells’ advisory. 


FIRST SERGEANT ALVIN E. TWAY "36, 1003 Congress, of the Army, who was 
killed in action in Italy, January 30, 1944, had been a paratrooper since May, 1943 
and was wounded in the battle of Salerno. While at Arthur Hill he took a commercial

CINDER SQUAD TAKES STATE TRACK TITLE 
= FIRST TIME IN HILL HISTORY 


For the first time in the history of Arthur Hill High School, the Lumberjack thin-clads romped off with City, Valley, Regional, and the 
coveted State Championship awards. : 

The track boys went Ше entire season without tasting defeat. They captured Ше State Indoor Championship in the River Rouge 
Invitational Meet at Ann Arbor, and then continued to roll over all competition. Trimming Owosso, Flint Northern, Saginaw High, and 
Alpena in duel meets, the Lumberjacks then went on to out class all opponents in the Regional meet held at the Hillite's home track. 
The Hill's captured 64 13/30 points while Pontiac, their closest rival had 47 5/6 points at this meet. 

Off to State competition the Lumberjacks then traveled to Michigan State College at East Lansing, where, after an elapse of one year, 
the State Track meet was being held. Seven of the nine-man squad broke into the scoring honors as the Hills outclassed a field of 
twenty-two schools with a total of 38% points, compared to the runner-up, Dearborn Fordson, who had 26% points.

Pulling in every attainable honor for a high school basketball team, the Arthur VALLEY 
Hill cagers, with Mr. Kenneth A. “ВШ” Kelly, at the helm, won the city, Jackson, December 10— The Lumberjack cagers started the season by defeating the 
strong Jackson quintet, 38 to 28. Although behind most of the way, the Arthur Hill 
boys came through when the going was the toughest and chalked up the first victory 
with this non-valley opponent. 
and two state contests. Bay City, December 14 — The first valley game, and the second victory for the Hills. 
Starting to click early in the first quarter, the "5" kept rolling to a decisive 42 to 16 
defeat over the Bay City Wolves. Coach Kenneth "Bil" Kelly used all nine men in 
this encounter, proving that his second five could play ball equally as well as the 
starters. 
Flint Central, December 21 — Meeting the class of the Saginaw Valley, the Lumberjacks 
engaged the Flint Centralites on Arthur Hills floor and administered а 29 to 18 trounc- 
ing. Hitting the meshes almost constantly, the Hillites turned in a wonderful exhibition 
of basketball skill. 
Owosso, January 7 — Traveling made no difference as far as the Hills were concerned. 
They moved to Owosso and kept their winning streak with a score of 44 to 28. All the 
men taken on the trip played and broke into the scoring column. This was the Lumber- 
jack's fourth straight win in as many games. 
Pontiac, January 14— Another game, another victory. The Pontiac Chiefs jumped off 
to a 2 to O lead in the first few minutes of play, but soon the score was evened and 
from that point on, the Hillites were out in front, finishing 39 to 22. 
Saginaw, January 18 — Meeting their city rivals for the first time in the 1943-44 season, 
the Lumberjacks finished in grand style, defeating the Trojans 50 to 39. The hard 
fought contest, with both teams highly keyed, led to a rough and tumble affair. Fre- 
quent scoring gave the spectators the type of game they like to see. 
Flint Northern, January 21 — Defeating their closest rivals by the score of 34 to 29, the 
Hillite cagers had victories over all the Valley League teams. The game was close 
for the first three quarters, and not until the fourth started, did the Hills pull out in front 
by a safe margin. 
Flint Central, January 28 — Completing victoriously the first half schedule, the Arthur 
Hill cagers entered the last half with a 33 to 27 victory over the fast improving Indians. 
The first period was low scoring, with the Centralites pulling ahead. The Lumberjacks 
then started to click, giving them another victory. 
Midland, February 4 — The Arthur Hill cagers had little trouble swamping the Midland 
Chemics, 60 to 24, as they played their second non-valley game. It was the Hillites 
ninth consecutive victory of the season, stretching their total of straight victories to 
thirteen. 
Owosso, February ll— Again the Owosso basketeers fell victim to Arthur Hill's on- 
rushing attack. Inability to stop the Hillites uncanny shooting led to the 62 to 27 defeat. 
The spectators were thrilled because of the fact that all but one boy broke into the 
scoring column. 
Saginaw, February 15 — With the Central Junior High School packed to over-flowing, 
and both cage teams pitched to the highest possible point, the Lumberjacks again proved 
themselves the masters, landing on top of a 47 to 43 score. This game, as usual, was 
a rough and tumble affair with both teams gathering a host of personal fouls. 
Pontiac, February 18 — Winning their twelfth straight Valley victory of the season, the 
Arthur Hil team defeated the league cellar squad, Pontiac, 36 to 25. The outlook for 
the Hillite team wasn't too good during the first half of the contest, but our cagers 
began dropping basket after basket, soon catching and surpassing the Pontiac Chiefs. 
Flint Northern, February 25 — Clinching the Saginaw Valley Championship for the third 
straight year and remaining undefeated in the Valley for the second consecutive season, 
Arthur Hills basketball team took their only strong opponents, the.Flint Northern bas- 
keteers, to a 37 to 32 defeat.
